[t waa chiefly noted for its noisy parade 
and Jim Budd's windy speech, inters- 
persed with stale jokes clothed in slang 
ihntses, and devoted for the most part 
X) criticism of Mr. Estee and abuse of 
,he Republican party, which is in strik- 
ing contrast with Mr. Estee's gentle- 
nanly treatment of candidate lJudd. 
The Demacrats can always be relied on 
Lo make up in noisy and specious proin- 


es what id lucking in sound argument. 
Mr. Budd did not so much us attempt 


to discuss tho merits of cither national 
or state issues. He was content to pass 
very 
lightly over national politics, 


noticing a few strikes, for which he de- 
clared the Democrats were not responsi- 
ble, and making the announcement that 
li« bad not found Cleveland and tho 
Democratic party nearly so had as they 
Intel been pictured. 


In reference to state politics his 


..iarks were conUntui chiefly to an effort 
to prove that Eatce's candidacy is ac- 
ceptable to the Southern Pacific Rtiil- 
_-oad Company, and that tho expenses of 
our state government are too high. As 
to Mr. Kstce it may he well for the voter 
to Uko notice of the fact that he was 
an anti-monopolist and conspicuous op- 
ponent of the methods of the boutliern 
Pacific Kailroad Company long before 
Mr. Budd was ever heard of in politics, 
and that ho (Estec) was defeated for 
governor in 1882 through the machina- 
tions and influence of this very railroad 
company, for no other reason than the 
well known and inflexible views on this 
question. Mr. Budd did not attempt to 
introduce one scintilla of evidence in 
pi oof of his insinuating charge. Nor is 
it possible for him to do HO. Morris M. 
Estt'o is the same consistent and invet- 
erate foe of monopoly, jobbery and op- 
pression that he was twelve years ago. 


As to the expenses of state govern- 


ment there is practically no difference 
of opinion. All agree they are high and 
should bo reduced. Mr. Budd and the 
Democratic platform pledge themselves 
to reduce them five cents on tho present 
assessment, but Mr. Hudil did not eity 
how it is to bo done. Mr. Estee said 
when heie that he is in favor of reducing 
expenses as far JIH pos-siMo without im- 
pairing tho efficiency of the government, 
and pointed out how, in the very nature 
of our surroundings, it had been dillicnlt 
iu the past to bring our expenses down 
u a lev

THE REHIHUCAN thia morning gives 


its readers the information that the 
Raisin Growers' and Packers' Afieotia- 
tion, in a star-chain her session held 
yesterday, adopted a resolution author 
iiinp association packers to meet the 
prices of all outside packers and dealers 
who are engaged in cutting prices, ex- 
i«pting on three-crown London layers 
*nd four-crown loose, of which there 


A limited supply. 


Thia action, of course, is in direct op- 


position to one of the chief purposes 
for which the organization was effected, 
and, so far as the obligation between 
tbe pacterfl and the growers is con- 
cerned, virtually puts an end to it. A 
combination which throws the gates 
open to indiscriminate competition is 
no combination at all. 


TIIK REPUBLICAN has advocated the 


cause of this organization earnestly 
and in good faith, but it has recently 
bad grave reasons for l>elieving tbat 
matters were going in a way that 
meant the downfall of an undertaking 
which we believe to be of vital im- 
portance to the wellfare of the raisin 
growers, not only of this county, but 
of the etate. The fact that the press 
wae strictly excluded from the direct- 
ors' meetings, and that false and mis- 
leading reports were given out ag actual 
transactions, 
was certainly 
cause 


enough for questioning the perma- 
nence of the Institution, and yester- 
day's trauaction and the attempt to 
suppress information regarding it can 
leave no further doubt. 


This paper will not at this time pre- 


tend to i*y what the causes are which 
have led to the apparent collapse of this 
laudable and essential enterprise. It is 
claimed on the one hand that the grow- 
ers have ignored their pledge to tlie as- 
•ociation, and by selling their raisins to 
outsiders have undermined the combina- 
tion and left it no eroand to stand upon; 
while on tbe other hand it ia charged 
that there has been no honest purpose 
on the part of the packers to do any- 
ttiiagmore than gatn some temporary 
advantage for themselves in the way 
of contract* and then permit the bot- 
tom to drop out and the slaughter to go 
on u uinal.

on* lo b* decided liaitfly. From tbe in- 


ormatlon at hand at the present time 
t looks very much as though there had 
jeen a lack of good faith on both stdea.

Mr. Hayward made 
iis money in the most legitimate Hues 
of business, and in ways which no man 
me called dishonest. He has dug tho 
irccions metal from tbe mines. Ho has 
always been a developer of resources, a 
creator of industries, an employer of 
labor, a builder of works, and in ever; 
sense of the word has been n friend of 
those who labor, a benefactor of the 
public, and a leader in the dovelopmcn 
and progress of the section of the coun- 
try where he haa lived. He has pnit 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to hit 
employes, and ho never cut wages, 
never exacted an estra hour's work, 
never asked a man to wait for his 
money after he had earned it, and 
every way he haa been a public spirited 
man, honest, enterprising and progree 
eive. Notwithstanding all this, he haa 
again and ugain been made the target o 
personal abuse by those whom he neve 
injured, and by many to whom he hat 
been a friend and benefactor. 


This ie but one application of a gen 


oral principle that men are always read; 
to abuse the man who haa been more 
successful than themselves. They seldom 
atop to question whether or not he ac- 
quired hib success honestly or dishon 
estly. The very fact that he has risen 
above his surroundings is sufficient war 
rant for his vilification. It is so thi 
world over. It has always been BO since 
Cain killed Abel through jealousy ai 
Abel's success. It probably will alwayi 
be eo, although it is to be hoped that a 
time will come in the future when 
broader conceptions of human rights 
will take the place of narrow and sense- 
less envy. 


A rich man is not necessarily a rascal 


Some of the best men 
have 
been 


wealthy. Peabodj* used his millions to 
educate the rising generation of the 
Southern statue. LordKosee and James 
Lick spent largely from their v.oii 
advance 
science. Rich 
men 
have 


founded and endowed most of tbe 
ichools for higher education in this 
country. The great manufacturing es- 
tablishments are backed by money, am 
wealthy men supply tin- money. Thej 
do not do it for pbilauthrophy's sake iu 
the majority of cnses, but the fact re- 
mains that the hundreds of thousands of 
people who live on employment given 
by factories, foundaries, riulroads, large 
mines, lines of steamers and shipping, 
and by other concerns that rise to the 
dignity of great enterprises, are the 
beneficiaries of business sagacity com- 
bined with larger capital. Destroy the 
men who are rich and tbo laborer's em- 
ployment is gone. The very nature, 
roof and web of our nineteenth century 
civilization is built on large aggregations 
of capital, and this capital belongs to 
men who are successful 
as 
money 


makers. Rome of these men are un- 
principled; selfish and mean. So are 
some of tlie men who are employed by 
them. There are mean poor men as 
well as mean rich men, and it is as 
Foolish to hate a man because he is rich 
as to abuse him because he is poor. 
Tho wealth or the poverty of a man does 
not make him good or bad. He is that 
independently of what ho does or does

There is a large class of people—a class 


made up of many subclasses—who are 
so unfortunately constituted that their 
energies are not so largely devoted to 
efforts to better their own conditions as 
they are to pulling down all who have 
surpassed them in wealth, socially, in- 
tellectually, or morally. They feel their 
lack of success but refuse to admit tbe 
real cause of It, yet their actions are a 
louder admission than any words could 
be.

Crime was ferreted out ami crimi-

An 


organized band of thieves ami cut- 
throats, which had been enjoying unin- 
terrupted sway for several years, was 
broken up and several of them landed 
in states prison. The beneficial effect 
of a vigorous policy in the sberiff'3 oflice 
was noticeable at once, and improve- 
ment has continued until now there is 
no county in the state where the law is 
more generally observed or where life 
and property are better protected. It 
has cost the county a few hundred dol- 
lars more to run a jail when crime if 
punished than when it went unpun- 
ished. 
An empty jnil can be run 


cheaply. If the voters of Fresno be- 
lieve that Jay Scott should be con- 
demned for doing what he lias to re- 
deem Fresno county from a reign of 
criminality that has no parallel in the 
modern history of the Pacific coaat, thev 
have it in their power to do so at the 
coming election. Wo do not think they 
will do it. 


MII.BIJDD bids high for Populist and 


ProhiDitiou votes, but is not likely to 
get many of either kind. The endorse- 
ment of Cleveland's record on silver is 
hardly calculated to win Populist votes 
for Democratic candidates in this state, 
and as for the 
Prohibitionists—well, 


they condemn Mr. Estee and Mr. Web- 
ster for making wine and looking upon 
it when it is red—and it is not Mkely 
that they will vote for Mr. Budcl, who is 
not classed as n "crank," because of 
aversion to the stuff produced by other 
gubernatorial candidates. 


A good many Democrats who do not 


think exclusively with their mouths are 
wearing a very serious expression since 
they listened to Mr. Budd's speech in 
the opera house Saturday night. Their un- 
usual gravity is due to the character ol 
the candidate's speech. 


They are asking themselves very seri 


ously if a man who appears before th< 
people and devotes a large part of a po 
litical address to coarse and vindictive 
criticism of an opponent and another 
part to a strong bid for the votes of a 
party of radically dissimilar principles 
is really the sort of man to make the 
governor of a great state. A good man] 
of them are answering that question 
too, and in a way that is unfavorable to 
the aspirations of Mr. Budd. They very 
rightly argue that a man who expects to 
get oflice and high honor by the tactics 
of a second-rate petifogger is not the 
man for governor. A splendid reception 
wan given Mr. Budd by the Democrats 
of Fresno county, but the creditable 
part of the affair began and ended wit); 
the parade, the red lights and the tin 
home.

He 
would have gained votes by not mak- 
ing it.

Tin-Snnurvisors Will Take Time to 


Consider Uquor Ut'ense 


Petitions. 


Tlie full board of supervisors was rep- 


resented yesterday. H WAS "road day," 
and thi-rc was n heavy list of applica- 
tions. The followim; were considered 
and disposed of us described : Viewers 
were appointed for certain roads on tlie 
petition ol Timothy 1'nige, II. C. Miller, 
J. K. McDonald, (.1. L. Miller, J. N. 
King. A road in the Dos Palos district, 
three miles long, connecting with roads 
in Merced countv nml with others lead- 
ing south to Fireliaugh, was declared a 
public highway on motion of Foster. 
The application of \V. (.t. Grove for a 
public mad running south from Ihe 
Elkhorn district to the Huron branch 
railroad, was granted. In the ftpplio-a- 
tion of <!. II. Matty and otliere, the 
viewers' ruporl was udopled and Lli 
awards of the tiewcrs s»!t aside. The 
petition of A. ,1. Arnandon of Men- 
dotii was set fur fiunl lit'iiriujr at ihe 
next regular meeting, and the clerk was 
instructed to notify nai.- o iscming 1 md- 
ownera lo appear. 


Tlie petition of E. A Sham and oth- 


ers to eeuU>lisli u new voting place to be 
known as the Dos Palos was passed by 
without action, havinj: been filed lifter 
the expiration of the legal limit. 


Constable Warren Hill of danger ap 


]«ared before the board with referenct 
to. his two rejected bills against the 
county. The case was fully reported in 
THK HKITKLICAN of Sunday last. It will 
be recollected that Hill put in ft claim of 
$235.70 for expenses incurred in going 
to Ix)s Anjjeles to arrest and brini* to 
Sander a man named (i. W. Wood on :i 
charge of burglary. The District Attor- 
ney reduced the bill to $15.30 on the 
ground that the cone table had gone out 
of the county without ft permit from 
him, as required by mi order of iht- 
supervisors made about a year apo. 


Justice W. M. liarr now apiit-aieu w- 


fore the board to try and straighten 
the matter 
out. Tne District 
At- 


torney was also present to \vulrh the 
matter on his his own account. 


From the statement of Mr. Barr it 


was gathered that on or about the first 
of September in tlie present year one 
M. !•'. Hurton ewore to a complaint 
charging Wood with burglary in enter- 
in): tltu premises occupied by a. man 
immiHl Clmrlet? S-locum, reeidicK in the 
Hunger district. It was admitted at 
tlie time that Wood had a twelve- 
month lease of the place, but it was 
claimed that lie had turned the least? 
over to Slocuui. Uurtoii made out a 
case, which, on the face of it, seviiied 
to justify the complaint, aud .1 usticv liarr 
issued a warrant accordingly. 


Constable Hill went down to Los An- 


geles and arrested Wood, who had n 
hcariiiEbefore Justice liarr and was at 
once discharged, the evidence clearly 
showing that lie did not cuter the prem- 
ises witti unlawful intent, but merely to 
ft'U'h some miner's tools he had left 
there when lie vacated the 
cabin. 


Wood was put to great personal incon- 
venience, and losa ol time and threat- 
ened u counter complaint, but the mat- 
ter was Eottled so for aa he was con- 
cerned without further proceedings. 


As soon us Justice Burr had finished 


his account of the case Chairman 
Letcher sitid the board was bound by 
the advice of the District Attorney ««d 
would allow only such expenses on the 
bill aa were sanctioned by that otlicial. 


Mr. Church said that, no far as.he 


was concerned, the facts wore these: 
Hill came to him and told him ho had 
n case of burglary agninat a man; that 
he was satisfied it was a good case; that 
the man wae over in Loa Angelea county 
somewhere, hut ho did not know ex- 
actly where. Hill did not tell him that 
the defendant had entered premises on 
•which lie had a lease, and without in- 
tention of stealing. 
.1 uatlces might 


grant a warrant in certain cases where 
u District Attorney, knowing tlie law 
and the facts in the case, would feel 
that the information wouW have to be 
dienuBBcd, Unit it could not be sustained 
before a jury. The absence of entering 
with intent to steal was fatal in this 
case, and if it had come under his no* 
tice as Dietrict Attorney be would have 
had to move tlmt it bo dismis'ed. 


Aa to Hill, tlie plea which the latter 


had made, aa he understood, was that 
lie (Church) had given him a verbal 
permit. He was not in the habit of do- 
ing such a thing. Ho might have eaid 
lo Hill that if the latter had a good case, 
one that would stand in the courts, he 
could K° ahead, but he did not give him 
n permit or intend that Hill should ac- 
cept that as final authority to act. 


Hill asked to be allowed to state hia 


vaae and was told to go abead. lie eaid 
that ho saw Mr. Church one day in 
Treasurer Nelson's oflice and showed 
him a warrant. In reply to a question 
from Mr. Church, he said that Barr 
issued it. Mr. Church said that was all 
right. He (Hill) said it was a good case 
and asked for an order to go out of the 
county to arrest the accused. 
Mr. 


Church said it was not necessary; that 
he could go ahead and that the super- 
visors had only made this order to keep 
constables in check. 


Mr. Church 'interrupting). "I am 


willing to sweat to what I Dave said." 


The district attorney held up his right 


hand and Hill immediately did the 
same, Baying sharply, "I'll tftvear to it." 


Chairman Letcher called the disput- 


ants to order and Mr. Church went on: 
"What 1 did say was this, that if you 
had a good case, which could be sus- 
tained in the courts, you could go ahead, 
but I certainly refused to give a permit. 


Hill (striking the palm of his hand 


with hia fiat). "You did." 


Chairman Letcher. "Make any state- 


meat you think proper, Mr. Hill, but 1 
won't have this sort of behavior here. 
If you don't behave yourself I will have 
you put out." 


HQl put on hia hat an.i walked out. 
Today has been set down aa license 


day. 
Acting ou the advice of the dis- 


trict attorney the board will deal with 
all license applications, except such aa 
relate to the sale of intoxicating liquors 
Ordinance No. 52, passed on October 
18th of last year, haa no time limii 
afuied to it, but the decision of the 
•upretne court in the San Joae case 
would undoubtedly render it inopera- 
tive in ihie city, if the official recort 
bears out the synopsis of the decision 
published iu the newspapers.

BIG SANDY POLITICS. 


Analysis of a Speech Made by 


Judge Harris. 


DiTon KKITHI.ICA.X:—Allow uio to re- 


x>rt the political uproar in this parllcu- 
ar neck of the woods: 


The Democrata held forth Wednesday 
ight with Judge Harris and George 


Wnrlow as counsel and advocates, but 
President Cleveland's name was not 
.nentioned. The Populists were ad- 
Ircssed Thursday uiglit by J. W. l-'er- 
:uson, J. W. Keest1, and W. U. Cureton. 
L'he Populists had the most noses to 
count. 


I wish to notice, briefly Judge Harris' 
peech. It was a lawyer's speech, a 
, laubibie apology for Democracy on the 
;rounda of what it need to be. He con- 
,rasts Democracy from 1SOO to 1800 with 
Kejmblicanisni from 18(50 to 1893, and 
shows from the Congressional Record 
the cross-purposes of the Democratic 
and Kepubllican parties. Ho compares 
;he blunders and sins of the Republi- 
cans with the patriotism and virtue of 
the Democracy! He asserts the opposi- 
tion of Democracy to the national bank- 
ing system as shown by the Congres- 
sional" Kecordj bat didn't mention the 
nullification by a Democratic congress of 
their own platform demand for the re- 
moval of the 10 per ceiittax from state 
banka. To anyone who don't read and 
can't think, the honorable judge's logic 
is conclusive. 


So with the assertion that the Demo- 


cratic party ia the only party that ever 
did anything for silver. He did not 
mention the silver legislation of the 
present administration—the repeal of 
the Sherman act, the veto of the $50,- 
000,000 seignorage bill and tho issue of 
interest-bearing bonds. No wonder he 
did not name the name of Cleveland, 
the friend of silver, who refused to coin 
it as required by law before the repeal 
of the Sherman act. 


The record of lienedict Arnold was 


one of glory up to a certain juncture in 
Iii9 historv, but his subsequent career 
leaned a little too much toward En- 
gland. A half truth is a whole false- 
hood. But Arnold's eminent servicesto 
tlie cause of human rights can only be 
told by halving, to any great advantage. 


The Judge favors a moderate manipu- 


lation of the railroads by the govern- 
ment. 
He referred to the Pollasky 


branch as a bonanza, or something tine 
indeed, by way of novernment invest- 
ment. He ia surely an advocate of 
government control of the railroads to a 
certain extent, however uncertain that 
extent may be. 


His speech was diluted upon tlie plan 


j( "milk for babea." It was aii exem- 
plification of the Scotch dairyman's ad- 
vice to his hired man. .Said he (the 
Scotchman), ''.Iamie, you 
must 
be 


:ionest. Never put water in the milk, 
Dut tee here !" and he poured the milk 
uto water. "You must be honest and 
,rntlifnl, Jamie." So with Judge Harris, 
lie pours tlie milk of his argument into 
water.

DOCTORING SHIPS. 


PARASITES THAT SEND OCEAN VES- 


SELS TO THE HOSPITAL. 


o' Sure rrotcctlou For Iron Hull* UM 
ttcvii Found— tho Old Htitl the Ni>w Mini. 
ner* of Conntructlon— Somottiliift A limit 
l>rydwkm mid Their l'*c«. 


Tho sen is t\ grand nml yet n IrearliiT- 


ous mother to tho thousands of sliips 
tlmt sail over Us broad expanse, and :ifl- 
er buffeting with its storms thu ships 
must go to thoir hospital for repairs. 
This hospital is tho ilrydock, and tho 
doctors wo tlio army of careful worlc- 
luou who look over carefully aurt repair 
every faulty .seiun or broken rivot. 


Salt water is teeming with parasites 


r>f plant mid animal life that cling to 
tho bottoms of ships, eat slowly yet 
iurcly through wood and iron alike or 
rust it away, whilo they act as a check 
on tho speed by vastly increasing tho 
resistance ami friction of t ho water 
against- tho ship. 
Tho "gods of thu 


itorins POO everywhere" and pick out 
each weak s<J4m or faulty rivot nud 
slowly and surely oat into tho vitals of 
tho ship, so that every few mouths it 
becomes uocossary to examine and re- 
pair tho vessel. To do this sho uinst 
eoiuo ont of tho water. Tho rtryilock is 
just n groat box of wood, irou nml stone, 
connecting with tho sea by a great guto- 
way. When tho ship is ready to enter, 
tlio gate isslmt and tho water all pump- 
ed out; then tlio workmen, with prac- 
ticed skill, placo tho blocks at tho bot- 
tom of tlio dock for the keel to rust 
upon, taking tho dimensions from tho 
plans and drawings of tho vessel. These 
In place, the dock is flooded again, tho 
gate opened, and tho ship hauled in, 
Tlio gato is now closed again, ami whilo 
tho water is slowly pumped out and tli 
ship settles down tho dockers pull her 
this way or that until she rests evenly 
on the keel blocks. Then shores, or 
heavy wooden beams, are braced from 
tho sides of tho dock to tho sides of tho 
ship, and as tho water is pumped away 
tho ship stands "high and dry," a ver- 
itable "fish out of water," the bottom, 
which was below the water line, cover- 
ed with seaweeds aud panisites that 
hido the defects they have caused. 


Then tho workmen scrape aud scour 


the unwelcome barnacles and grass 
away, the seams aud rivets are all ex- 
amined aud repaired, u frttth. coat of 
paint goes on again, aud as the dock is 
again flooded tho ship rises from IHT 
hospital bed, and the wooden supports 
are knocked away until she lloats out to 
eon again, ' 'healthy and strong, ' ' to 
battle with tlio wind and sea and tlio 
enemies of the flag she proudly Hies. 


When wood was used almost oicln- 


eively in building ships, a very oasy mid 
Convenient means was fount! to protect 
the under water portions of tho ship 
from the insidious attacks of barnacles 
ami parasites of plane and animal life. 
This was done by covuriufj tho whole 
bottom of tho ship with a plating of 
thin copper, for tho galvanic action of 
the salt water upon I ho copper was to 


vert (ho .«liip:ni<l sea into avast Kit- 


:ery, where tlio ropper became the nega- 
ive pole anil was slowly yet constantly 
'atcu away, the particles, as they fell, 
takingwith them the barnacles and sea- 
weed as fast as they formed on thu 
ihip, thus kuepiug tho ship's bottom 
ami sides always cleau, so that thu spretl 
was not cut down by dragging the bar- 
nacles and yards of seaweed through the 


.tor. 
Yet even then tlio copper ncc.l- 


oil repairs; faulty tiniiier.s rotted and 


mbled nwny, so that every fow years 


the pliip had to jjo info drydock aud be 
thoroughly overhauled, each faulty tim- 
ber replaced and rusty bolt repaired un- 
til no loophole was left for Iho sea to 
work upon. 


But with, tlio advent of iron in tlio 


juihling of fillips tho old means failed, 
!br where copper was placed over iron 
the irou became tho negative polo of tlio 
jreat battery and was eaten away quick- 
ly, riddling the bottom of tlie ship with 
many leaks. Many devices wore tried — 
tho under water portions of the vessels 
ivero covered with a waterproof layer of 
wood, which was then coppered as In- 
fore, but wherever there was any me- 
:allic connection between the copper 
aud iron tho whole force of the battery 
acted there, and holes were eaten In un- 
expected and inaccessible places, bring- 


g in an clement of uncertainty and 


enforcing great care iu "sheathing" tlio 


els, as tlio coating of wood is called, 


ami rho ships still had to go more often 
than ever to tho drydock. 


Then the various methods of painting 


Ihe bottoms with protective paints have 
been tried ami am u?od in all of th« 
orui.scrs ol our navy. Tho skill *>f hun- 
dreds of chemists has been exerted to 
find a paint that would net as the. cop- 
per docs and throw off tlio barnacle* and 
seaweed. 
Great prizes have been offur- 


erl, and a fortune awaits the succeasfnl 
discoverer of such n coating for ships, 
yet so far none has been disovcred that 
acts completely, anil the iron and steel 
ships which start from port with fre?li- 
ly painted sides and bottoms return in a 
few mouths coated with barnacles and 
sea weed, which, as it trails in the wa- 
ter, very materially cuts down the speed 
niitl power of the ship. Then slio must 
bo put in the dry dock ami scrubbed and 
tcrapod nud repainted. Still worse than 
the barnacles and tlio seaweed is tho 
water itself when it finds an entrance, 
•be it ever BO small, through the paint 
to tbo steel below. 
Slowly bnt surely 


it rusts ont a little pit, which extends 
sometimes almost through the plate bo- 
foro tho paint scale drops otf ami dis- 
poses tho defect, which can even then 
only be seen by putting tho ship iu dry 
dock and examining every square foot 
of her bottom platiug. 


This all shows how ncceasniy it is for 


the ships to go to their "hospital" and 
how careful her "doctors" should bo, 
for millions of dollars worth of property 
and millions of priceless lives are car- 
ried every year on these "messengers of 
tho sea." The greatest docks in tlio 
world ar& thoso of the great shipping 
port of Liverpool:— Washington Star,
